MADISON, Wis., Aug. 22.— (Spe* 
cial.)— Edward Bok, editor of the 
Ladies’ Home Journal, sent 1,875 let­ 
ters to students about to graduate 
from the universities

Harvard, 
Y’ale, Princeton, Wisconsin and Cali­ 
fornia asking for a reply as to wheth­ 
er the college had benefited them. 
Although a self addressed stamped 
envelope was enclosed, 1,426 did not 
see fit to answer the question. 
Mr. 
Bok criticises the colleges for not 
teaching the students the first prin­ 
ciples of business ethics. 
“Of this apparent lack of courte­ 
sy in answering the letter sent,” says 
Mr. Bok, in an article in the Out­ 
look, “Y’ale showed the largest per­ 
centage; 
only 19 of the 
students 
deigned to respond— 97 out of 496. 
Wisconsin showed the best percent­ 
age, but even. the best represented 
only 30 per cent— 111 out of 383. 
“The 4 49 letters 
received 
were 
turned over to a high school author­ 
ity, who was asked to grade and 
mark them according to high school 
standards.
